We recognize that it is not constit- 
utionally possible to set up a complete 
Co-operative Commonwealth within 
the province of Alberta. ‘There are, 
however, certain very definite powers 
which under the Canadian Federation 
of Provinces may be exercised by a 
provincial government, and a C, C. F, 
Government of Alberta would make 
use of these powers to inaugurate the 
following policies— 


1— Public Ownership, 

Progressive socialization of natual 
resources, industriés and services such 
as electric power, oil production and 
distribution, packing plants or any oth- 
er property or service the public own- 
ership and operation of which is nec- 
essary for the common good, 

2— Security for Farmers on their 
Farms and for Workers in their homes 
against Debt Claims, 

(a) We unhesitatingly subscribe to 
the principle that human life and all 
the requirements of human life shall 
take precedence over debt rights und- 
era C. C, F. government, 

(b) Exemptions will be provided for 
farmers and workers’ sufficient to 
maintain living standards, no debts to 
be legally collected until the amount 
of the exemption has been received. 

(c) Debt must be reduced to that 
point where it can be paid ¢rom the in- 
come of the debtor within a reason- 
able time without prejudice to an ade- 
quate standard of living. 

(d) Legislation will be passed to 
provide that the creditor shall take 
the same risk on his capital earnings 
as the farmer takes on his crops or the 
worker on his employment. 

3— Economic Security for Workers, 

Guaranteed rigrt to organize, and 
freedom to bargain collectively for 
wages, hours and working conditions; 
co-operation with the Federal Govern- 
ment in the establishment of unem- 
ployment insurance; progressive re- 
duction of hours of work in keeping 
with technological improvements in 
industry.

(b) Free elementary and seconda.y 
education for every child in the Pro- 
vince, including the introduction of a 
system of free distribution of schoo!

(c) University education, Normal 
and Technical schools shall be free for 


all who have the capacity to justify 
the public expenditure. 
6— Encouragement of Consumer 


and Producer Co-operatives. 

7— Socialization of Health Services. 

8— Removal of Political Patronage 
from the Civil Service through estab- 
lishment of a Civil Service Commission 

9—. To safeguard the -principle ct 
Democracy, and to guarantee freedom 
of religion, of the press, Of speech and 
of assembly. 

10— Taxation Policy Based on Abil- 
ity to Pay, and Progressive Reducti.n 
of Taxation as Returns from Socializea 
Industries and Services Become Avail.

HOLD MEETING THURSDAY IN 
_MEMORIAL HALL 


The interesting addresses given “ 
the above three supporters of the C. 
C. F. party warranted a larger attend- 
ance, about thirty-five being present 
Multiplicity of meetings, radio a@ 
dresses and newspaper reports are 
responsible for smaller number;  at- 
tending meeting. 

Chester A. Ronning, Provincial Lea 
der of the C C F Party is an eloquent 
and forceful speaker, who drives 
home his points, his remarks being in- 
terspersed with telling bits of humor, 

He referred to the platform of tiie 
C C F and its origin— the progress of 
which had extended over a period of 
years, It is a platform that comes to 
actual grips with the needs of the 
people. He stated that the C C F pol- 
icy will give release from economic 
dictatorship, and all this fighting lin. 
ancial barons which is putting a grip 
on the throats of the people of Albe:: 
la. 

The start for financial reform mu-t 
be made and goods and the necessit- 
fes of life and a decent living are the 
rights of the people and not piling up 
dividends for financial monoplies, 
Speaking of Alberta’s rich Natural Re- 
sourres Mr Ronning stated that by all 
the laws of right these belong to the 
people of Alberta, and the returns 


from these should be used for their 
benefit not for the controlling com- 
panies, 

He cited some of the very large 


companies, their holdings and profits. 

He criticised the Aberhart Govern- 
ment on Many points, among these be- 
ing the railroading of the business of 
the last session through, when 5 hours 
Was spent in discussion of The Budget 
which included the pending of several 
millions of dollars, Increased oil diy- 
idends for teh Imperial Oil Co. ‘The 
speaker stated that the people of Al- 
berta are now being exploited to an 
extent never equalled before, and this 
by a man who promised aid to the 
needy. He “imported” Mr Magor, a 
man directly opposed to S. C. He said 
we could thank the Insurgents in the 
Govt. who opposed the iniquitous pol-- 
icy, but later were not permitted to 
criticize the Government, 

He stated, the people may look for- 
ward to higher taxation if Social Cre- 
dit Govt is returned, The C. C, F. be 
lieves in teh sacred right of the indiv- 
idual to own his own farm— home, etr. 

He supported the new curriculum in 
Education which he described as com 
ing into a contemporaneous atmos: 
phere. Education is one of two of the 
most important factors — but he de 
plored the di‘tatorship method of im- 
posing the Large Unit. 

Aberhart had cut grants of trave! 
ling clinics from $19000 to $9000. Po!- 
itical Patronage had grown to an ap 
palling state never before known, 

Mr Ronning solicited the support oi 
the voters for Mr Coldwell for the Pre- 
vincial House and for Mr Liesemer 
for the Federal Govt., who he felt 
would be worthy representatives, 

He said the C, C. F. cause is growing 
very rapidly and should they not win 
in 1940 he is assured they will in 1945.

Mr Liesemer refuted arguments that 
the needs of rural and urban centres 
are different. The C. C. F. proposes 
taking over the large monoplies, re- 
vising the tariffs, lowering freight 
rates establishing an eyuituble price 
for wheat. Every industry connected 
with war must be nationalized, ‘The 
Sorial Credit Govt. has completely de- 
serted 8. C. 

Talking of the Nickel situation the 
speaker stated we have it in our pow- 
er to prevent war, if we would take 
control of our nickel. 

J. H. COLOWELL— 

Opening his addres Mr Coldwell 
stated that wherever the C. C. F. pro- 
gram is presented to the people’ the 
response is enormous,

When the Company built its irrig- 
ation systems it cf course expected to 
recover the cost through the sales of 
irrigable lands, but its primary pur- 
pose was to develop and colonize a 
rich tract of land that was too dry to 
produce crops without irrigation, This 
Was in line with the Company's policy 
agricultural development and to 
create traffic. 

In the course of the negotioations 
we readily admitted that the operation 
of the irrigation system was costing us 
more than we were collecting from the 
water users The Provincial Auditor 
examined our records and had no diffic- 
ulty in verifying that admission. But 
also stated that we believed the 
farmers themeslves could operate it 
withouut excessive cost, We beleived 
that this was the kind of a bargain 
that would prove to be beneficial to 
both parties. And I do not consider 
that our view was inconsistent, The 
explanation lies in the psychology of 
the set-up, It is a trait of human nature 

and farmers are not alone in it— 
that when the Government or a big 
corporation is paying the bill, to en- 
courage and even insist on generous 
expenditures of money, On the other 
hand, where a group of men have a 
direct responsibility for the cost and 
conduct of a service which is for their 
own benefit, they are prompted by 
self interest to guard more carefully 
the expenditures in volved, Under 
Company management there is an in- 
clination towards an organized effort 
to make extravagant demands and to 
require an unnecessarily high and ex- 
pensive standard of service, If the 
farmer himself is paying the cost he is

TRANSFER OF EASTERN SEC, 
TO EASTERN IRRIG. DIST. — 

On May Ist, 1935, the Railway Com- | 
pany transferred the Eastern Section 
to the Eastern Irrigation District. in’ 
view of the magnitude and importance 
of the deal, and the public interest in 
the matter, you May be interested in a 
brief account of the events which led 
up to this transaction, 

When the canal system was 
strcted it was expected the land would

CONCESSIONS TO HOLDERS 
OF LAND CONTRACTS— 

There is one other phase of the act- 
ivities of the Department which I wish 
to mention, The general effect of the 
depression through which have 
just passed, along with drought, poor 
crops and low prices, had very serious 
consequences on all business, as you 
well know. But on no class of industry 
was the effect more disastrous than 
to farmers, Their returns, particularly 
in the drought area, were in many 
cases reduced to a point below the cost 
of production, and as a consequence 
they were unable to meet their obliga 
tions. The Canadian Pacific has earn- 
ed a well merited reputation for gen- 
erous treatment of the settlers it has 
placed on its lands in Western Can- 
ada, and it has more than maintained 
that reputation during the crisis of 
the past nine years, It was the first

O. N. R., and has been administered by 
that department. By the extensive 
Waiving of interest in drought areas 
and a system of bonuses varying from 
25 per cent to 100 per cent where far- 
mers tried in good faith to meet their 
obligations to the Company and to pay 
their taxes, the Company has assisted 
thousands of farmers to retain their 
homes on the land, 

Other organizations and Govern- 
ments, especially the Dominion Gcy- 
ernment through the Farmers’ Credit- 
ors Arrangement Act, and the Sask- 
utchewan Government through its 
Voluntary Debt Adjustment Scheme 
for the drought area, have also taken 
effective measures to assist teh tarm- 
ers. In a press dispatch from Edmon- 
ton a few days ago, Chief Justice Mit- 
chell, Chairman of the Board ot Re- 
views under the Act, was quoted as 
saying that the debts of farmers in Al- 
berta have been reduced more than 
$12,000,000 since the inception of the 
Act in 1934, As a measure of the mag- 
nitude of teh assistance given to far- 
mera by the C, P. R. in this connection 
let me say that the total reduction of 
indebtedness in principal and interest 
on farmers’ contracts made by the 
Company in the three Prairie Provin- 
ces since 1931 through the waiving or 
writing off of interest, the giving of 
additional credit or bonus on _ pay- 
ments, special rebates and discounts, 
and teh adjustment and writing down 


which was ip Alberta, That is, the 
Railway Company, through its own 
direct dealings with ite land purchas- 
ers, has wwritten off 85 per cent as 
much in Alberta as the entire reduc- 
tion made by the Board, whose juris- 
disction covers all the farmers in the 
Province. Less than 2 1-2 per cent of 
our adjustments have come under the 
operation of the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act. The balance have 
been voluntary. That has been the Can- 
adian Pacific's contribution to the re- 
lief of the farmers’ financial plight. 

Our Company does not contend that 
its action has been prompted by phil- 
anthropy alone, Rather, it recognized 
that its lands are of no value to it un- 
less they are occupied by farmers who 
are creating wealth for the country 
and traffic for the Railway. Its inter- 
est lies, therefore, in assisting its 
farmers to remain on the land and is 
ready to do almost anything within rea- 
son to help those who in good faith 
are trying to make homes and do their 
part in the development of Weatern 
Canada. 

All this we consider is in keeping 
with the Company’a broad policy of ad- 
ministering its land grants for the 
public benefit and at the same time 
serving its own best interests by cre- 
ating a prosperous, wealth-producing 
agricultural industry in Western Cau- 
ada without whieb neither the Railway 
nor other industry can survive,
